I have just returned from A scot races. A scot H eath, 
on which the course is iai i out, 
is 
a high platform of 
land, beautifully situated on a hill above W indsor Cas­

gentlem en in the morning, and 
returned at evening, doing the distance with relays o f 
horse* in som ething 
less 
than 
three 
hours. 
T his, 
one would think, is very fair speed, but w e were passed 
continually by the “ bloods” o f the road in com pari­ 
son with whom w e seem ed getting on rather at a snail’s 
pace. 
The scenery on the way w as truly English— one se­ 
ries oi finished landscapes, o f every variety o f com bina­ 
tion. 
L aw ns, fancy-cottages, 
m anor-houses, groves, 
roses and flower-gardens, m ake up England. 
It sur­ 
feits the eye qt last. 
\ o u could not drop a poet out o f 
the clouds upon any part o f it I have seen , w here, with­ 
in five minutes w alk, he would not find him self in Par­ 
adise. 
H e flew past \ irgiuia W ater, and through the sun- 
flecked shades o f W indsor Park, with the apced o f the 
w ind. 
On reaching the H eath, w e dashed out o f the 
road, and cutting through tern and brier, our experienc­ 
ed whip put his w heels on the rim o f th e course, as near 
the stands as som e thousands o f carriages arrived before 
us would permit, and then, oautioning 
us to take the 
bearings o f our position, lest w e should lose him after 
the race, he took oil his horses, and left us to choose our 
own places. 
A thousand red and yellow flags w ere flying from as 
many snow y tents 
in the midst o f the green heath 
ballad-singers and bands o f music 
w ere am s-ing their 
little audiences 
in every direction ; splendid markees 
covering gam bling-tables, surrounded the winning-post 
groups of country people w ere busy in every bush, eat 
lag and singing, and the great stands were piled with row 
upon row ot human heads waiting anxiously for the exhil­ 
arating contest. 
Scon after w e arrived, the king and royal family 
drove up the course with tw enty carriages, and scores 
o f postillions and outriders in red and gold, flving over 
the turf, as majesty flies in no other country— and, im­ 
mediately after, the bell rang to clear the course for the 
race.

'I he earth seem ed to fling them 
or! as they toi/Vfled it. 
T h e lean jock eys, in their par 
ty-colored caps and jackets, rode the fine-lim bed, slen­ 
der creatures up and down together, and then'Wrormmr 
to the sturting-post, ofi they shot like so many arrows 
from the bow. 


W h i z ! you could tell neither color nor shape as they 
passed across the eye. 
T heir sw iftness was incredible. 
A horse ot Lord Chesterfield’s was rather the favorite; 
and, for the sake ol his great grandfuther, I had backed 
him with hay sm all wager. 
“ Glaucus is losing,” said 
som e one on the top o f a carriage above m e, but round 
they sw ept again, and I could just see that one glo­ 
rious creature was doubling the leaps o f every other 
horse, and in a m om ent Glaucus and Lord Chesterfield 
had won. 
1 he course between the races is a prom enade oi som e 
thousands ot the best dressed people in England.

thought 1 had never seen so many handsom e men and 
w om en, but particularly m en. ' T h e nobility o f this 
country, unlike every other, is by far the mnnliest and 
finest looking class o f its population. 
T h e contatlini 
o f E om e, the l a z z a r o n i o f N aples, the p a y s a n s o f 
France, are incomparably more handsomer than their 
superiors in rank, hut it is strikingly different here.

those pointed out to me by my friends as the noblomen

another, w as so in the vein o f his inimitable writings, 
that 1 could have fancied m yself listening to an audible 
composition o f a new Elia.

speaking of this admirable essay (w hich is his ow n) 
half an hour before. 
I he conversation turned upon literature after aw hile, 
and our host, the Tem plar, could not express him self 
stiongly enough in admiration o f W ebster’s speeches, 
which tie said were exciting the greatest attention among 
the politicians and law yers o f England. 
Lamb said, “ 1 
don’t know much o f Am erican authors. 
Mary, there, 
devours Cooper s novels with a ravenous appetite, with 
which I have no sym pathy. 
T h e only American book 
I ever read tw ice, was the ‘Journal o f Edward W ool- 
nmn. a quaker preacher and tailor, w hose character is 
one of the finest I ever met with. 
H e tells a story or 
two about negro slaves, that brought the tears into my 
eyes. 
I can read no prose n ow , though Hazlitt som e­ 
tim es, to be sure— but then Hazlitt is worth all modern 
prose writers put together.” 
Mr R . spoke o f buying a book o f Lam b’s a few days 
before, and I mentioned m y having bought a copy of 
hli.t the last day I was in Am erica, to send as a parting 
gift to one of the most Jovely and talented wom en in 
ear country. 
“ W het did you give for it? ” said Lamb. 
“ A bout seven and sixpence.” 
“ Permit me to pay you that,” said he, and with the 
utmost earnestness he counted out the m oney upon the 
table. 


“ I never yet wrote any thing that would se ll,” he 
continued. 
“ I am the publisher’s ruin. 
My last poem 
w on’t sell a copy. 
H ave you seen it, Mr W illis ?” 
I had not. 
“ It’s only eighteen pence, and I ’ll give you sixpence 
toward it;” and he described to m e where I should find 
it sticking up in a shop-window in tiie Strand. 
Lamb ute nothing, and complained in a querulous 
tone ol the veal pie. 
There was a kind o f potted fish 
(of which I forget the name at this m om ent) which he 
had expected our friend would procure for him. 
H e 
inquired whether there w as not a morsel left perhaps in 
the bottom of the last pot. 
Mr R. w as not sure. 
“ Send und se e ,” said Lam b, “ and if the pot has been 
cleaned, bring me the cover. 
I think the sight o f it 
would do me good .” 
T he cover was brought, upon which there was a pic­ 
ture o f the fish. 
Lamb kissed it with a reproachful look 
at his friend, and then left the table and began to wan­ 
der round the room with a broken, uncertain step, as if 
he alm ost forgot to put one leg before the other. 
H is 
sister rose after aw hile, and com m enced walking up and 
down very much in the sam e manner on the opposite 
side of the table, and in the course o f half an hour they 
took their leave. 
T o any one who loves the writings o f Mr Charles 
Lamb with but half m y own enthusiasm, even these 
little particulars o f an hour passed in ins com pany, will 
have an interest.

curity to pay aii costs to the adverse parly in case 
they shall prevail 
T h e C om m ittee, to w hich tins p etition was re­ 
ferred, reported to the H ouse of R ep resentatives an 
order of n otice thereon ; 
w hich the H ou se adopted 
w ithout any objection being m ade, so lar us 1 am in 
form ed, ir on any quarter. 
T h is was the 
usual 
course, and is also a just and 
necessary o n e, w fien, 
as in this case, a large num ber o f persons, we know 
not precisely w hom , and resid in g, we know not pre­ 
cisely wlu-re, are interested. 
A t all ev en ts it was 
the fault o f the C om m ittee, and o f tlie H ou se, if 
mu it there w ere; and they need not that 1 should 
undertake their defence 
I 
was contented with 
llieir determ ination for several reasons, but chiefly 


and decorous manner to the proper euthoflty for 
deciding upon it, appears to m e to be as wide a d e­ 
parture from propriety as from usage.

petition contained matters botli of tact and law, to 
which the respondents did not assent, was suffi- 
ciently kn ow n , and was necessarily implied in the 
mere tact oi asking in this mode for redress.

Mr. Gardiner rejoined, den yin g that Mr. Vans 
had such a certificate or jud gm en t us he represent­ 
ed, end charging lum in terms more harsh than lie- 
fore with falsehood, and in effect with forgeiy. 
T h e sa m e advertisem ent purported to lay before the 
public the real 
d ocum ent win h Mr Vans 
was 
charged with having falsified. 
But Mr. Gardiner' 
statem ent of it, was d efective and erroneous in two 
important particulars: — 
1st. 
1 hat it made M essrs. Davis and Bl ike refe 
to the contents of Mr. Peabody's certificar*, which 
was not in existence, w hen they subscribed their 
names and made their remarks. 
2d. 
J hat it omitted altogether the principal and 
leading part o f the d ocu m ent, to which those g en ­ 
tlemen did refer, and to which their signatures with 
such qualifications us they deemed proper, tcere at 
tacked 
Mr. Peabody also in speaking of “ a judg 
m e n tó n the notes, 
(w h ich however is a mistake, 
for there is no single jud gm en t on both notes) does 
not disaffirm the fact, apparently 
sanctioned by 
Messrs Blake and 
D avis, that the judgm ent was 
against John and Richard Codinan. 
i t was a m s 
take lio refore to say that Mr. Blake means that lie 
“ lias seen the sam e docum ents, winch are describ­ 
ed by Mr. Peabody, v iz:— Notes of Richard Cod 
man and a jud gm en t against him 
because in the 
first place Mr. Biak* in hi* letter to .Mr. Stephen 
Codman in I'eb.

property to periodical i 'et olutiaiis and the people to danger 
and a watte of resource*. 
M r. E ditor—Mr. Gallatin, having abandoned the 


very views o f the currency question, w hich he had him ­ 


self proposed, v i z : 
in its character us the common 
Standard o f value, has en d eavo red, by taking ano th ­ 


er view, to m ak e it nppeur that it is a national benefit 
to substitute a credit currency, for gold and silver.— 
In our last com m unication w e endeavored to examine 
the question o f currency solely in its character as the 


standard o f value— as money. 
YY e now proceed to ex­ 


am ine the view which Gallatin 1ms taken, 
l i e has us- 
serted, iu one portion o f his w o rk , that the substitution 


of credit for specie brings into activity an a u d i ­ 


t i o n a i . circulating c a p i t a l . 
His rem ark s on this 


point nre these :— 
“ T h e substitution o f a paper currency [¡» Itied on 
credit] for the precious metals does not appear to be 
attended w ith any other substantial advantage than 
its c h e a p n e s s ; and the actual benefit m ay be calcu­ 
lated with tolerable accuracy. 
I f in a country w hich 
w a n ts and does possess a metallic currency o f 70 
millions o f dollars, a paper currency [on credit] to the 
same am ount should be substituted, the 70 m illions in 
gold and silver, being no c o n g e « w a n te d for 
that purpose, will be exported, and the returns m ay 
be converted into a productive c a p i t a l , and a d d 
an equal am ount to the W E A LT H o f the country. 


H e re is a palpable error, from an oversight ot the 


material fact, that the 70 millions credit currency can 


be issued only by purchasing with it private debts, or 


in com m on language by discounting notes, drafts, &c. 


T h e c a p i t a l in the shape o f returns, (supposing the 


operations all m ade) has not been given to the coun­ 


try, but has been received in exchange for 70 millions 
c a p i t a l , in the shape o f gold and silver. 
T h e substi­ 


tution has occasioned merely a change in the fo rm 
o f capital, turning s p e c ie in co o d s. 
It has occa­ 


sioned this E x c h a n g e o f one hind o f c a p i t a l fo r 
another kind, by forcing upon the public a temporarily 


depreciated cu rren cy,— which m akes the specie unpro­ 
ductive here and com pels the dealers to export capital 


in the form o f specie, and get in return a capital in the 


form of goods. 
T h e capital and w ealth o f the country 


are the sam e as they w ere, before the substitution of 


credit for specie, as it standard o f value. 
But those 


who issue the currency on credit a r e in d e b t to the 
com m unity 70 millions, w hile a portion o f that c o m ­ 


m unity, (the favored m erchants, traders, & c.) a r e in 
deb#- say 75 millions to th e Bank issuing the currency. 
This does not a d d one dollar to the ivealth o f the

sion,in order to m ake it some one's interest t o b r i n g 


I t h e s t e c i e h a c k 
a g a i n , to enable them to re­ 
deem their current “promises to p a y ." 
But to re­ 


turn to the passage— 
“ If the hanking system, founded on the principle of 
• a paper currency, convertible at will into specie, should 
he adopted, and notes of a very low denomination be 
excluded, it will he found that the circulation wouid 
I consist of about 60 millions in hank notes, and 10 mil- 
; lions in specie. 
But in that case the banks, in order to 
sustain specie payments, must on an average, have in 
their vaults about 20 millions in specie. 
There have 
been, therefore, on that principle only 40 millions ol 
dollars ! saved and a d d e d to the productive c a t i t a l 
of the country.” 
That is to say, if a country wants 70 millions cur­ 


rency, on an average, the hanks force it to receive 80 
millions,— 60 millions in bank debts, and 20 millions in 


specie, to redeem the debts.
